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Interesting  South  American  Doubloons. 

BY  EDGAR  H.  ADAMS. 


A study  of  the  Spanish  goldpieces  of  the  various  mints  of  the  Western 
Hemisphere  presents  many  curious  phases  and  causes  many  conjectures. 
Portraits  of  a preceding  monarch  are  frequently  shown  on  coins  issued  long

after  his  death,  and  accompanied  by  the  name  and  titles  of  his  successor. 
Then  the  exact  meaning  of  the  initial  or  initials  that  are  shown  on  the  re- 
verse of  the  pieces  raises  a number  of  questions.  The  initial,  or  initials, 
as  the  case  may  be,  are  supposed  to  signify  the  mint  assayers  at  the  par- 
ticular mint  of  issue,  and  this  fact  is  verified  by  reference  to  royal  decrees. 
The  earliest  of  these  that  we  have  been  able  to  find  has  been  in  a decree

of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  dated  June  13,  1497,  in  which  it  provides  that 
in  order  to  know  the  assayer  of  any  coin  of  gold  or  silver  that  shall  be 
found  lacking  in  fineness,  each  assayer  is  required  to  place  his  mark  on 
each  coin,  and  the  engravers  of  the  mint  were  ordered  to  place  this  mark 
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in  .the  dies.  It  was  also  required  that  the  assayer  should  designate  the 
mark  he  was  to  use  before  the  notary  of  the  mint,  so  that  the  latter  could 
enter  the  same  in  his  book. 

Heiss,  in  reference  to  the  Spanish  coins,  states  that  besides  the  initials 
or  signs  for  the  various  mints  there  is  a multitude  of  different  marks,  such 
as  little  crosses,  stars,  rings,  flower  buds,  and  periods,  which,  placed  in  a 
different  part  of  the  coin  than  where  appears  usually  the  mint  mark,  evi- 
dently indicates  the  assayer  or  the  person  in  charge  of  the  mint.  On  the 
reverse  of  a gold  coin  of  Peter  the  Cruel,  struck  in  Seville,  as  is  indicated 
by  the  “S”  placed  in  the  exergue,  below  the  castle,  there  is  to  be  found  a 
letter  “P”  under  the  lion,  which  cannot  be  anything  else  than  the  assayer’s 
mark  or  that  of  the  director  of  the  mint.  In  vain,  says  Heiss,  we  search 
for  the  names  of  the  personages  referred  to  on  account  of  the  complete 
lack  of  documents  regarding  the  matter.  Among  these  signs,  which  are 
multiplied  extraordinarily  in  the  coinages  of  the  Catholic  Kings,  especial 
mention  is  made  of  the  following:  On  the  gold  coins  bearing  the  mark  of 
the  Seville  mint,  some  stars  and  a cross  of  Jerusalem;  with  the  mark  of

Toledo,  two  “TT’s,”  two  bundles  of  arrows,  a flower;  with  the  aqueduct  of 
Segovia,  besides  the  number  of  “excelentes  sencillos”  contained  in  the 
piece,  a “K,”  and  “A”;  with  the  mint  mark  of  Burgos,  nothing  other  than 
the  “B”  * * * The  silver  coins  struck  in  Burgos  bear  no  other  mark 

than  that  of  the  mint,  and  sometimes  one  or  two  rings;  those  struck  in 
Cuenca,  a letter  “C”  and  some  a period;  those  of  the  mint  of  Granada,  a 
“G”  between  two  rings,  or,  at  the  sides  of  the  coat  of  arms,  two  little  crosses 
or  two  “anillos  cruciferos”  (two  rings,  ivith  little  crosses  at  the  top)  and 
an  “A”  on  some  of  the  silver  half-reals;  those  coined  in  Segovia,  besides 
the  mint  mark  of  the  aqueduct,  a ring  and  a “P”;  those  of  Seville,  the  “S” 
and  some  rings,  one  or  more  stars,  the  sign  of  a “P”  placed  horizontally, 
or  an  “A”;  those  of  Toledo,  the  initial  letter  of  its  name  and  two  bundles, 
or  fagots,  as  shown  also  on  some  of  the  gold  coins,  an  “M”  at  the  top  of 
the  “T”,  a crown,  or  a little  cross  made  with  five  points,  or  an  equilateral 
cross.  Coins  struck  in  copper  at  the  Burgos  mint  bear  one  or  two  “BB’s” 
with  large  flowers  or  rings,  or  the  letter  “T,”  or  two  half  moons,  and  some- 
times a scallop.  Those  of  Coruna,  besides  the  scallop,  an  “A”,  a “B”,  a 
“C”,  a chalice,  which  are  the  ancient  arms  of  the  province  of  Galicia;  an 
archipiscopal  cross,  a pomegranate,  and  an  “E”.  Those  of  Cuenca,  the  “C” 
initial  with  stars,  periods,  little  crosses,  and  a “P”.  Those  of  Granada,  a 
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“G”  and  an  “R”  with  a pomegranate.  Those  oi'  Segovia,  the  aqueduct,  a 
“P,”  and  rings.  Those  oi'  Seville,  the  “S,”  and  stars,  the  mark  of  a hori- 
zontal “P,”  rings,  two  “X’s,”  pomegranates,  and  a scallop.  Those  of  Toledo, 
the  “T,”  two  fleur  de  lis,  five  periods  or  little  crosses  at  the  top  of  the  “T,” 
an  “M,”  and  a pomegranate. 

When  the  custom  began  of  placing  the  initials  of  the  assayers  upon 
Spanish  coins  we  cannot  ascertain,  although  in  a decree  of  Charles  III., 
dated  June  3,  1772,  it  is  provided  that  the  initials  of  the  names  of  assayers 
be  placed  on  the  reverse  of  the  coins.  On  the  doubloon  of  17  88,  of  Charles 
III.,  an  illustration  of  which  we  give  herewith,  it  will  be  noted  that  there

are  the  initials  “DA”  to  the  right  of  the  golden  fleece,  to  the  left  the  mint- 
mark  of  Santiago,  Chile,  a capital  “S”  with  small  “o.”  Senor  Jose  Toribio 
Medina  in  his  work  on  the  coins  of  Chile  states  that  these  initials  stand  for 
the  first  names  of  two  assayers,  Domingo  Eyzaguirre  and  Augustin  Infante, 
and  he  likewise  states  that  the  letter  “J”  on  the  coins  of  Ferdinand  VI. 
stand  for  Assayer  Don  Jose  Larraneta.  These  names  certainly  seem  to 
bear  out  the  statement  of  Senor  Medina,  yet  it  is  extraordinary  that  the 
initials  for  the  first  names  should  be  used  instead  of  for  the  last. 


Fine  Specimen  of  Low  No.  15. 


The  above  illustration  shows  one  of  the  finest  known  specimens  of  Low 
15,  which  is  a great  desirability  among  the  collectors  of  Hard  Times  Tokens. 
This  particular  piece  is  in  the  very  fine  collection  owned  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  of  New  York,  and  we  are  indebted  to  Curator  Wood  for 
the  opportunity  to  illustrate  it,  and  herewith  express  our  thanks. 
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An  Interesting  Ecuadorean  Coin. 


The  illustration  above  represents  a series  of  coins  issued  for  Ecuador, 
the  denomination  being  two-tenths  of  a sucre,  or  about  equivalent  to  a 
twenty-cent  piece.  The  interesting  feature  of  the  piece  is  the  mint  mark, 
which  is  Philadelphia.  Hardly  any  series  of  coins  of  recent  years  has  been 
struck  at  more  mints  than  this  one  of  Ecuador.  In  1884,  when  the  sucre 
with  its  divisions  was  adopted  by  Ecuador,  the  first  coin  was  struck  by  Heat- 
on, at  Birmingham,  England,  and  bears  the  mint  mark  of  “HEATON,  BIRM- 
INGHAM.” In  18<$8,  the  sucres  and  some  or  all  of  its  divisions  were  struck 
at  the  mints  of  Heaton,  at  Birmingham;  Lima,  Peru,  and  Santiago,  Chile. 
Since  1888  various  of  the  divisions  of  the  sucre  have  been  struck  at  the  same 
mints,  but  since  1891  the  most  of  the  coins  seem  to  bear  the  mint  mark 
of  Lima,  with  the  exception  of  the  piece  shown  above,  struck  at  Philadel- 
phia. We  cannot  obtain  exact  information  as  to  just  what  pieces  were 
struck  at  the  various  mints,  but  we  would  like  to  know.  The  denominations 
consist  of  sucre,  2 decimos,  1 decimo,  and  % decimo.  The  metal  is  silver. 
The  diameter  of  the  sucre  is  3 7mm. 


Exact  Meaning  of  the  Term  “Cob”  Money.

The  term  “cob”  money  has  been  used  for  many  years  by  numismatic 
writers  and  cataloguers  when  referring  to  the  rude,  irregularly  formed 
pieces  of  gold  and  silver,  of  varying  weights,  bearing  more  or  less  imperfect 
designs,  indicating  coins  of  the  value  of  8 escudos,  8 reales,  and  their 
divisions.  These  bear  the  titles  and  devices  of  various  Spanish  Kings,  and 
the  marks  of  several  Hispanic-American  mints.  Chief  among  the  latter  are 
those  of  Mexico,  Lima  and  Potosi,  in  Peru,  and  Guatemala.  The  pieces  were 
struck  as  early  as  1537  at  some  of  the  mints. 

The  first  official  reference  to  this  money  that  we  have  been  able  to 
that  it  had  come  to  the  attention  of  the  King  that  the  mints  of  Spain  and 
find  is  in  a royal  decree  Philip  V.,  date  dune  9,  1 728,  where  it  is  stated 
America  had  struck  gold  and  silver  coins  with  some  negligence,  in  the  fine- 
ness, as  well  as  in  the  weight  and  workmanship,  and  not  with  the  care  that 
such  an  important  matter  required.  These  defects  had  been  attributed  by 
the  Ministers  and  workmen  to  contingencies  and  accidents.  Those  struck  in 
America  on  account  of  not  being  well  made,  nor  of  round  form,  with  a 
cordoncillo  at  the  edge,  (reeding  in  the  form  of  a rope,  used  on  many 
Spanish  coins)  were  rendered  susceptible  to  clipping  and  falsification.  It 
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was  provided  by  the  decree  that  in  the  future  all  gold  and  silver  coins  should 
be  of  circular  form,  with  a cordoncillo  or  laurel,  at  the  edge,  in  order  to 
make  clipping  and  falsification  difficult. 

The  irregularity  in  form  was  not  confined  to  the  mints  of  America,  for 
in  my  possession  I have  a “cob”  two  escudos  of  Philip  V.,  dated  1 728, 
bearing  the  mintmark  of  Seville.  As  a matter  of  fact,  such  pieces  appeared 
years  after  the  issue  of  the  aforesaid  decree. 

The  first  information  that  came  to  my  attention  as  to  the  actual  mean- 
ing of  the  term  “cob”  money  was  in  an  article  written  for  The  American 
Journal  of  Numismatics  in  1882,  entitled  “Early  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
Coinage  in  America,”  by  J.  Carson  Brevoort:  “Many  rough  pieces  known 
as  cob  money,  or  ‘cabo  de  barra,’  in  Spanish,  because  they  were  not  struck 
on  regular  rolled  planchets,  but  on  disks  cut  by  shears  from  the  head  of  a 
b3.r y * * * * 

And  this  is  the  real  significance  of  the  term,  for  it  is  easy  to  under- 
stand how  the  term  “cabo  de  barra”  soon  degenerated  into  that  of  “cob.” 

Heiss,  in  his  work  entitled  “Description  de  Monedas  Hispano-Christi- 
anas,”  referring  on  Page  187  to  the  cob  pieces,  says:  “Los  nums.  29,  30,  31, 
y 32,  reales  de  a uno,  dos,  cuatro  y ocho,  estan  fabricados  en  el  Peru.  Mas 
parecidos  a barras  de  plata  selladas  que  a monedas  han  recibido  el  nombre 
de  duros  cortados,  cap  de  barra,  piastras  cuadradas,  etc.”  In  substance, 
that  Nos.  29,  30,  31,  and  32,  one,  two,  four,  and  eight  reales,  were  struck  in 
Peru,  resembling  bars  of  silver,  which  stamped  as  coins,  had  received  the 
name  of  cut  dollars,  bar  ends,  square  dollars,  &c. 

That  is  precisely  what  the  coins  look  like,  as  if  they  had  been  clipped 
off  the  ends  of  rudely  rolled  bars  of  silver,  the  Spanish  term  “cabo  of  barra” 
meaning  exactly  end  of  bar.  We  do  not  understand  why  Heiss  used  the  word 
“cap,”  which  is  French  instead  of  Spanish,  although  having  the  same  mean- 
ing. 

Zerolo’s  “Diccionario  de  la  LengUa  Castellana”  gives  this  definition: 
“Cabo  de  barra — Real  de  a ocho  mejicano,  que  en  su  hechura  manifiesta 
que  se  hace  de  la  barra  o remate  de  ella.”  Substantially,  Mexican  eight- 
reales  which  by  its  form  shows  that  it  is  the  last  that  is  made  from  a bar  or 
from  one  end  of  it.

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Gold  Medal  Commemorative  of  the  Battle  of 

Ayacucho.

The  medal  illustrated  above  is  a rare  and  interesting  metallic  souvenir 
of  the  battle  of  Ayacucho,  Peru,  which  gave  to  that  country  its  independence 
from  Spanish  rule.  The  Constitutional  Congress  of  Peru,  at  Lima,  Feb.  12, 
1825,  desiring  to  show  its  gratitude  to  the  great  Liberator,  Simon  Bolivar, 
ordered  that  a million  pesos  be  placed  at  his  disposition,  and  that  another 
million  be  divided  among  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  liberating  army.  It 
also  ordered  that  a medal  be  struck  in  honor  of  the  “Libertador,”  that  would 
bear  his  bust  on  its  obverse,  with  the  motto,  “A  SU  LIBERTADOR  SI'MON 
BORIVAR,”  and  on  the  reverse  should  be  placed  the  arms  of  the  Republic, 
with  the  inscription,  “EL  PERU  RESTAURADO  EN  AYACUCHO  ANO  DE 
1824.’’ 

The  medal  shown  above  is  oval  in  form,  with  a loop  for  a ribbon,  and 
struck  in  gold.  It  is  not  known  to  whom  the  medals  in  gold  were  given.  The 
initials  below  the  bust,  “A.  D.’’  stand  from  Antonio  Davalos,  the  engraver. 
Diameter,  28mm.  It  was  also  struck  in  silver,  (Rosa  1399.) 

Another  medal,  struck  in  silver  and  silver  composition,  round  in  shape, 
has  the  same  general  design  as  the  foregoing,  and  below  the  bust  “A. 
DAVALOS  G.”  (Antonio  Davalos,  Grabador.)”  Diameter,  32mm. 

The  latter  medal  is  comparatively  common,  while  the  one  in  gold  is 
excessively  rare. 


New  Mexican  Gold  Coinage  Contemplated. 


Recent  newspaper  reports  state  that  an  official  of  the  Mexican  Govern- 
ment is  coming  to  Philadelphia  with  a large  sum  in  gold  for  the  purpose  of 
having  struck  a new  Mexican  gold  coinage.  No  information  can  be  obtained 
of  the  character  of  the  pieces  to  be  made.  The  most  recent  gold  coinage  by 
Mexico  began  in  19  05,  when  pieces  of  the  denomination  of  5 and  10  pesos 
were  coined.  The  obverse  of  these  coins  bore  the  bust  of  Hidalgo,  the 
Mexican  patriot  It  is  not  known  how  long  this  coinage  continued,  but 
probably  not  later  than  1 9 07.  We  have  not  seen  a 5-peso  goldpiece  with 
the  bust  of  Hidalgo,  although  no  doubt  it  was  struck. 
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The  Death  of  Charles  E.  Barber. 


Charles  E.  Barber,  who  had  been  Chief  Engraver  of  the  United  States 
Mint  for  nearly  thirty-seven  years,  died  in  February  last.  He  was  the  sixth 
engraver  of  the  Mint,  and  was  born  in  London,  England,  in  184  0.  Mr. 
Barber  was  the  son  of  William  Barber,  the  fifth  ^engraver  of  the  Mint,  who 
had  become  the  assistant  to  Chief  Engraver  Janies  B.  Longacre  in  1865. 
When  Mr.  Longacre  died,  in  January,  1869,  he  was  succeeded  by  William 
Barber,  who  continued  in  the  position  until  his  death,  on  Aug.  31,  1879. 
Charles  E.  Barber,  who  had  become  his  father’s  assistant  in  1 869,  was  pro- 
moted to  the  post  of  Chief  Engraver  in  1880. 

Mr.  Barber  engraved  many  medals,  among  which  were  those  of  Presi- 
dents Garfield  and  Arthur,  the  Indian  peace  and  army  marksmanship  medals, 
and  the  Great  Seal.  He  engraved  a great  many  coin  dies,  products  from 
which  have  become  familiar  to  all  those  interested  in  United  States  coins, 
and  also  engraved  numerous  pattern  dies  of  superior  workmanship. 

Among  the  most  notable  dies  engraved  by  Mr.  Barber  were  those  for 
the  Stellas,  issued  in  1879  and  1880.  There  were  two  designs  of  these. 
One  had  a Liberty  head  with  flowing  hair  and  the  other  showed  the  hair 
arranged  in  a neat  coil  at  the  back  of  the  head.  For  some  time  it  was  sup- 
posed that  the  flowing  hair  design  had  been  the  work  of  Mr.  Barber,  while 
the  coiled  hair  design  was  attributed  to  George  T.  Morgan,  his  assistant, 
(now  Chief  Engraver  of  the  Mint.)  However,  both  designs  were  the  work 
of  Mr.  Barber,  who  in  1879  also  engraved  several  designs  for  the  dollar, 
half,  quarter,  and  dime. 

He  made  the  dies  for  an  extensive  series  of  half  dollars  in  1891 — also 
a quarter  and  dime — from  which  models  were  selected  for  the  regular  issue 
in  1892  of  the  half,  quarter,  and  dime.  Each  one  of  these  coins  shows  a 
tiny  initial  “B”  on  the  truncation  of  the  bust  of  Liberty.  This  series  of 
designs  continued  in  use  until  the  adoption  of  the  new  designs  in  1916. 

In  1906  Mr.  Barber  made  the  dies  for  a $20  goldpiece,  of  a design 
quite  different  from  anything  turned  out  at  the  mint.  Only  one  specimen 
in  gold  was  struck,  which  is  in  the  cabinet  of  the  mint  at  Philadelphia.  The 
dies  for  the  St.  Gaudens  coinage  of  19  07  were  made  under  his  supervision. 

In  19  09  Mr.  Barber  made  the  dies  for  a series  of  five  pattern  five-cent 
pieces,  all  of  which  bore  the  bust  of  Washington  on  the  obverse,  facing  to 
the  right.  In  1910  he  made  another  series  of  three  five-cent  patterns,  also 
showing  the  bust  of  Washington,  but  facing  to  the  left  and  of  a different 
design.  None  of  the  foregoing  was  adopted,  and  but  a very  limited  number 
of  pattern  pieces  were  struck,  specimens  of  all  of  which  are  in  the  mint 
cabinet  at  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Barber’s  latest  and  more  important  work  was  the  engraving  of  the 
dies  for  a half  dollar  and  a $2.50  goldpiece  of  the  commemorative  series 
struck  for  the  International  Exposition  at  San  Francisco  in  1915.  Both  of 
these  pieces  were  very  attractive,  and  were  regarded  by  some  as  the  best 
pieces  in  the  entire  series. 

No  doubt  Mr.  Barber  made  the  dies  for  a number  of  pattern  coins  other 
than  those  mentioned  above,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  way  to  get  the  exact 
information.  Repeated  efforts  have  been  made  to  ascertain  the  originators 
of  the  designs  of  all  the  pattern  coins  that  have  been  issued  at  the  mint, 
but  only  in  isolated  cases  have  these  been  successful.
